No Change Made by Commissioners in 
Basis of Assessment.

wild men. We are always will- 
ing to learn, but I think this 
man has a fire mixed up with 
a funeral." 

Well, now, we'll assume that no harm 
was meant when the sleep-conservation 
plan was brought to the paper, for it's 
hardly to be expected that men who 
constantly indicate their disdain of 
sleep as do the fire-fighters would be 
sympathetic on that score, but there's 
a lot who will, as a story I'll tell later 
will show, hence we must agree on the 
value of a popular appeal. And as it 
would seem from Observer's second let- 
ter that he didn't have the engine bells 
in mind at all, at all, when he wrote 
first, but only the firehouso bell, the 
Chief thinks we had better wait a bit

Freight rates have played a very small part 
in the rising cost of living. 

Other causes — the waste of war, under-pro- 
duction, credit inflation — have added dollars 
to the cost of the necessities of life, while 
freight charges have added only cents.

The $10 pair of shoes that used to 
sell for $5 goes from the New Eng- 
land factory to the Florida dealer for 
a freight charge of 5% cents — only 
one cent more than the pre-war rate. 

Beef pays only two-thirds of a cent 
a pound freight from Chicago to 
New York. 

American freight rates are the low- 
est in the world.
